Germany, the Low Wage Country— 

You read about the great Ger- 
many and how the people there 
just adore Hitler and his storm 
troopers. Well that may go with 
some people but not with me, for 
I know something about the nazi 
government and the people that 
think Herr Hitler is “just it.” 

A few months ago a certain 
German boat floated into an Oak- 
land harbor, unloaded its cargo 
and started out again. It didn’t 
get far when something hit it and 
blew a big hole in its side. 

Sailors on board were forced to 
leave the ship until repairs are 
made and they again can return 
to their native land, Germany. 

I talked to some of these sailors 
and here’s what I found: 

They don't like dictatorship. 
They are paid starvation wrgres, 
the grand sum of $8.00 a month 
while the captain is paid $40.00 a 
month. The baker on board ship is 
paid $$4.00 a month and the equip- 
ment they are forced to work with 
is in a deplorable condition. 

However, I did find that while 
here, and they will remain here 
until March, the sailors are going 


to night school learning the En- 
glish language. They intend to 
master the American ideas for 


some day, they say, we want to re- 
turn to a free country. 
I hope, if’ they do return, they 
won't join the bund.

Address to Chicago Economic 


Club. But Holds It Must 


Be Amended to Prevent Further Maladministration by the 
Labor Board; Calls on Congress to Curb Powers of Agencies 


William Green, president of 
Labor, disclosed to the people of 


the American Federation of 
the United States a broad and 


constructive plan for the establishment of industrial peace on 
the basis of human, cooperative relationships. 
Mr. Green presented his program in an address to the officers 


and members of the 
club of Chicago and guests at the | 
Palmer house, which was_ broad- 
cast over the National Broadcast- 
ing company’s network. 

Autocratic domination of indus- 
try by employers has long since 
been repudiated as part of our na- 
tional policy, Mr. Green said, 

The last election, he added, also 
removed from our national policy 
the “false and treacherous philoso- 
phy” of certain  self-constituted 
labor leaders not functioning under 
the banner of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor which sanctioned 
disregard of contractual obliga- 
tions, sit-down strikes, mutiny on 
the high seas, destruction of pri- 
vate property or even the capture 
of cities. 

Opposes Compulsory Methods 

In place of these unworkable pol- 
icies of foree and compulsion, Mr. 
Green called for the establishment 
of a new order of labor-industrial 
relationships based on the national 
labor relations act. Management, 
he urged, should deal with work- 
ers organized into free, indepen- 
dent and democratic trade unions 
as a collective partner. Through 
collective bargaining, he said, 
contracts covering wages and 
hours should be negotiated and ad- 
hered to by both sides. He added: 

“What are the realities of the 
situation which industrial manage- 
ment must face? Shall it be class 
warfare and the domination of hu- 
man relations in industry by man- 
agement alone at any cost? Or 
shall it be frank and open dealing 
between employers and employes, 
embracing joint action in dealing 
with common problems; coopera- 
tion to establish and maintain in- 
dustrial stability in the enterprise 
through collective bargaining and 
the mutual recognition of the 
rights of all concerned, and coop- 
eration to protect the enfoyment of 
the fruits of their own industry 
and their common interests in re- 
lation to the public authority?” 
Says Labor Board 
Has Usurped Power 

Mr. Green said the American

Federation of Labor will offer 


amendments to the national labor 
relations act to cure mal-adminis- 
tration by the national labor rela- 
tions board. He accused the board 
of denying due process of law, of 
usurping judicial functions, or ex- 
hibiting bias and prejudice in de- 
cisions and of discriminating be- 
tween persons and parties accord- 
ing to “their own peculiar brand of 
political and economic philosophy 
which apparently they substituted 
for the plain provisions of the act.” 


Besides urging enactment of 
amendments providing for checks 


and balances to insure the applica- 
tion of the principles of fair play, 
Mr. Green declared the federatYon 
will stand for the appointment to 
the board only of men whose back- 
ground and views give assurance 
that whichever way decisions are 
rendered “a true day in court” wil] 
be had by each litigant. 

Finally, Mr. Green called upon 
congress to lay down the rules un- 
der which the NLRB and other 
federal administrative boards must 
operate. Government bureaus in 
the industrial field, he charged, 
have exercised an “undue restrain- 
ing influence upon those who en- 
gaged in business” and have cre- 
ated a feeling of uncertainty which 
has made industry reluctant to 
risk new ventures or to expand. 

“Such a psychological condition,” 
Mr. areen concluded, “should 
have no place in our national econ- 


|omy. The rules of government reg- 


ulation should be clear, definite 
and understandable, All should un- 
derstand that no new rules or stip- 
ulations will be promulgated by 
some administrative bureau other 
than those definitely set forth in 
regulatory statutes enacted by the 
congress of the United States. In 
this way also will be assured to 
labor, to capital and to all citizens 
alike, freedom of action within the 
sphere of democracy which is the 
foundation of our national well- 
being and our national destiny.”

The formal declaration of pur- 
poses of the new organization, an- 
nounced by Mr. Woll, is as follows: 

“Believing in the defense and 
perpetuation of those basic princi- 
ples of human rights upon which 
all freedom rests and having in 
mind the menace to that freedom 
now abroad in the world, we pro- 
claim the League for Human 
Rights, Freedom and Democracy 
as an agency created to support 
freedom and democracy and to op- 
pose every attempt to promote au- 
tocracy or to deny human rights as 
well as constitutional and statute 
rights to any person or persons.

Especially we hope, 
by the protection of human rights, 
freedom and democracy in the 
United States, to give hope and en- 
couragement to oppressed peoples 
and to those whose rights and lib- 
erties are in jeopardy in foreign 
nations. 

“In great portions of the world 
today political power is being used 
as an instrumentality for the de- 
struction of human rights—rights 
of persons belonging to racial, po- 
litical and religious minorities. This 
heinous practice strikes at the very 
root of all freedom, and we shall 
mobilize our full power against its 
continuance or extension and ta 
give encouragement and support 
to its victims. 

U. S. Constitution Upheld 

“Our faith is expressed in the 
constitution of the United States 
and the bill of rights contained 
therein. We shall express that 
faith in action and we shall defend 
the principles there expounded 
from all attack, whether at home 
or abroad. Specifically included in 
the threats to this faith we feel it 
imperative to name those forms of 
autocracy known as communisr¢, 
fascism and nazi-ism. To those we 
are implacably opposed, to the one 
as vigorously as to the others. De- 
mocracy can make no compromise 
with autocracy. 

“Upon the basis of this declara- 
tion of faith and purpose we go 
before the American people, ask- 
ing unity of all forces of like mind 
and asking generous support in 
safeguard human 
rights, freedom and democracy.” 


NEW REVOLT IN C10; 
GORMAN RECLAIMS 
U. T. W. A. CONTROL 


Rhode Island Court Ruling 
Held to Have Restored | 
Union’s Independence 


The C. I. O. was confronted with | 
a new revolt in its ranks this week | 
when Francis J. Gorman announced | 
he would reorganize the United 
Textile Workers of America. 


Gorman declared that under a 
Rhode Island court decision, a con- 
tract he signed as president of the 
U, T. W. A., turning over the union 
to the virtual dictatorship of John 
L. Lewis, was now null and void. | 

Under the contract, the U. T. W. | 


A. was absorbed by a newly-cre-| 
ated textile workers’ organizing | 
committee, dominated by Lewis 


and headed by Sidney Hillman. 
Independence Restored 

In a letter to 700 U. T. W. A. lo- | 
cals, Gorman said he did not dis- 
claim responsibility for signing the 
contract, but he declared the court 
ruling, in effect, eliminated the 
legal standing of the T. W. O. C. 
and restored the independence of 
the united textile workers. 

Gorman added that a convention 
would soon be called to rebuild the 
U. T. W. A. Meanwhile, interna- | 
tional headquarters were set up in 
the Carpenters’ building in Wash- 
ington, and Gorman directed James 
Starr, secretary-treasurer of the 
U. T. W. A., to turn over all money 
and property on hand in the union’s 
former international offices 1!n New 
York. 

Though Gorman would not say 
definitely whether the U. T. W. A. 
would go back to the A. F. of L., it 
was intimated the convention 
would vote to return. Gorman re- 
vealed that his own local has gone 
over to the A, F. of L.

During our busy life we are apt 
to forget the value of democracy 
and of its relation to life and liv- 
ing. We are inclined to accept 
freedom and justice as common- 
place. But, when we are threat- 
ened with the loss of any of the 
fundamental rights guaranteed us 
by the constitution of our country 


we become deeply concerned and 
alarmed.

Text of 
Green’s Address 


The text of Mr. Green’s address 
follows: 
The events which are taking 


place at this time throughout 
world arouse within the hearts and 
minds of the American 
new sense of appreciation of the 
benefits and blessings of American 
citizenship. 

It is in the spirit of America and 

in accordance with the highest and 
best traditions of its people that

Wage-Hour Act 
Administrator Will 
Prosecute to Test Law 


The federal wage-hour division 
of the labor department this week 
prepared to “crack down” on vio- 
lators of the wage-hour act. 

Elmer F. Andrews, administrator 
of the act, announced that “any 
day now,” first test cases would be 
started in the courts, with the ex- 
pectation that they would lead to 
determination of the constitution- 
ality of the act. 

Evidence has been gathered on 
“serious violations” in eight states, 
Andrews said, but he predicted the 
legal attack would be opened on 
offenders in New York city and 
North Carolina, The department 
of justice is to prosecute the cases. 

Back from an 8,000-mile trip 
around the country, during which

The council’s recommendations, 
it was said, include extending the 
old-age insurance provisions of the

Another proposal accepts respon- 
sibility for the economic welfare of 
wives and children of workers cov- 
ered by the social security act.

ELEVEN WAREHOUSES 
SIGN AGREEMENT 
WITH AFL WORKERS 


Negotiations between _ eleven 
metal distributing concerns and 
representatives of General Ware- 
housemen’s Union, Local No. 853, 
A. F. of L., were concluded this 
week with the signing of a two 
year agreement, 


The contract was signed by A. U. 


Good, as secretary of the Metal 
Distributors’ Council of Alameda 
county, and Carl Dearman, trustee 
for the union. 

Covering working foremen, ship- 
ping and receiving clerks, order 
fillers, stock clerks and assistant 


shipping clerks, the contract nego- 


tiated calls for a 44-hour week, 
time and one-half over time, sen- 
iority, and vacations with pay. 


Minimum scales provide for $145 
per month for shipping and receiv- 
ing clerks, $135 for floormen, and 
a beginners’ scale ranging from 
$85 per month for the first six 
months to $115 per month for the 
fourth six months. 


A board of adjustment has been 
set up for the hearing of griev- 
ances. The union agrees not to en- 
gage in any strikes or stoppages of 
work and the employers agree not 
to engage in lockouts. The union is 
recognized as the sole collective 
bargaining agency for employes in 
the classifications covered. Prefer- 
ential hiring is provided for.

Chronic Diseases 


Disease is an affliction wherever it falls, but in the low in- 
come groups disease is a double affliction because it handicaps 
the victim and it diverts disproportionately family income from 
the need of the healthy to the one sick. Acute disease, as the 
technical persons call it, comes rather suddenly but it goes also, 
while chronic disease develops slowly, almost imperceptibly, 


but it comes to handicap its victim. 


Chronic diseases increase with age as the body is less able 
to overcome them, but are by no means restricted to the upper- 
age groups. The U. S. public health service recently made a 
national health survey covering 800,000 families in 63 cities and 
23 rural districts in 19 states. This survey found that half the 
persons impaired by chronic disease were under 45 years of age 
and over 70 per cent were under 55 years. One reason for | 
chronic disease among younger groups is probably low income | 
resulting in inability to have adequate medical care or proper 
living standards. The survey referred to found that disability 
expressed in days lost per person through chronic disease was 
two or three times as high in lower income groups (relief and 
non-relief under $1,000) as in the higher group, $3,000 and over. | 
Chronic disease like acute disease is greatest where the family 
income is least able to care for it. Chronic disease may be a| 
handicap or it may be totally disabling. In classifying chronic | 
diseases according to number of cases, rheumatism comes first, | 
followed by heart disease, hardening of the arteries, high blood | 
pressure, hay fever and asthma, hernia, hemorrhoids, varicose | 
veins, chronic bronchitis, nervous and mental diseases, sinusitis, | 
cancer and other tumors, etc. If these diseases are classified by | 
the degree to which they incapacitate persons for normal pur- | 
suits nervous and mental diseases come first, rheumatism falls | 
second followed by heart disease, hardening of the arteries and 
high blood pressure, tuberculosis, cancer and other tumors, kid- 


ney diseases, etc. 


The number of deaths due to chronic diseases has increased 
due in part to increased longevity —the relation of chronic dis- | 
ease to advancing age. At the age of 20, 80 persons in 1,000 have 
chronic disease; at the age 40, 200 persons; at the age of 60, 350) 
persons; at the age of 80 more than 500 persons—over 50 per| 


cent—have chronic diseases. 


Because of the economic problems involved in chronic dis- 
eases, this is a field for which public medicine must provide with | 
medical care and often hospitalization. This is notably true in| 
mental cases and tuberculosis, both in the interest of the patient | 
and the public. Public responsibility for medical care has long 
been an accepted principle—the only issue is to what degree and

AFL Longshoremen Win 
New Orleans Election 


New Victory Follows Former 
Ballots in Which Employes of 36 
Waterfront Concerns Voted for 
International Longshoremen

runoff election, conducted by the 
national labor relations board, for 
collective bargaining representative 
for employes of the Oceanic Steve- 
doring company, at New Orleans.

waterfront situation. 


A. F. of L. Firemen Win 
Two Railroad Ballots 


The national mediation board

Labor Defeats 
No. 1 By Over 
400,000 Votes 


1,476,379 Votes Cast 
Against Adoption of Labor 
Initiative; Alameda County 
Voted for Defeat 


State Proposition No. 1, the 
anti-labor initiative, was de- 
feated in the November 8 gen-~- 
eral election by 409,150 votes, 


according to official figures 
issued today by Frank C. Jordan, 
secretary of state. 

Secretary Jordan made a special 
tabulation of the vote by counties 
for immediate release at the re- 
quest of the California State Fed- 
eration of Labor. 

The total vote throughout the 58 
counties was: 

Yes—1,067,229; No—1,476,379. 

Thus, the proposal sponsored by 
the California Committee for Peace 
in Industrial Relations, was de- 
feated. by a majority, of 409,150. 

The proposition won a majority 
in its favor in only 17 out of the 
58 counties, ranging from a low of 
23 in Mono county to a high of 
3,996 in Sonoma county. 

Labor and its friends won a ma- 
jority in 41 out of the 58 counties, 
ranging from a low of 18 in Del 
Norte county, to a high of 240,841 
in Los Angeles county. 

Other large majorities in defeat 
of No. 1 were recorded in San 
Francisco county, with 34,321; Ala- 
meda county, 23,801; Fresno coun- 
ty, 20,646; Sacramento county, 18,- 
964; San Diego county, 14,464; Kern 
county, 11,069, and Contra Costa 
county, 10,734. 

Official figures showed that 2,- 
695,904, or 74 per cent of the reg- 
istered voters, cast ballots on the 
25 propositions on the ballot, with 
the total for or against No, 1 stand- 
ing at 2,543,608.

Machinists 
Gain 360 
More Firms 


Most of the Agreements 
Negotiated in Four-Week 
Period Provide 40-Hour 
And 44-Hour Week 


Running far beyond its recent 
record of negotiating agreements 
covering 234 firms in five weeks, 
H. W. Brown, general vice presi- 
dent of the international associa- 
tion of machinists ,announced the 
signing during the four-week peri- 
od ending November 29 of 360 addi- 
tional contracts with employers. 

Practically all of the agreements 
included the shorter work week 
and many wage increases were ob- 
tained. 

The 8-hour day and 40-hour week 
was secured in agreements cover- 
ing approximately 54 firms. In the 
neighborhood of 75 firms signed 
up for the 8-hour day and 44-hour 
week. The 8-hour day and 48- 
hour week was included in only 10 
contracts, 

Another tendency indicated in 
the machinists’ report is the num- 
ber of multiple union agreements 
—an agreement signed by one 
firm covering a number of unions. 
An illustration of this tendency is 
the standard agreement signed by 
the Savannah and Atlanta railroad 
with the machinists, boilermakers, 
blacksmiths, sheet metal workers 
and carnien’s unions. In Detroit, 
Mich., the Great Lakes Engineer- 
ing company signed an agreement 
with the machinists and plumbers’ 
unions, and in Cleveland, Ohio, the 
Royal Brass company signed agree- 
ments with the machinists and 
metal polishers’ unions. 

In addition to the shorter work 
week a survey of the agreements 
included in Mr. Brown’s report re- 
vealed important gains in wages, 
extra pay for overtime and Sun- 
day and holiday work, seniority 
rules and many other standard ad- 
vantages usually found in agree- 
ments negotiated with employers 
by unions affiliated with the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor.
